Questions, 
Answers On 
Social Security 


The following are typ ical questions 
and answers to social security p rob. 
lems, furnished by Social Security 
Field Rep resentatives Robert P. King 
and John Welker at the Salem Post- 
office. 


Q — My husband is 65, but is 
still working and thus not receiv­ 
ing his social security p ayments. I 
will be 65 in June. Will I be able 
to start drawing my wife’s p ay­ 
ment then, or must I wait until 
he retires? 
A — No p ayment based on her 
hushand’s social security account 
may be made to a wife unless her 
husband is also receiving his re­ 
tirement p ayment. You must wait 
until he retires or reaches age 72. 
Q — My husband has not re­ 
tired. However, I have worked un­ 
der social security and will be eli­ 
gible for a p ayment on my own ac­ 
count when 
I become 65 nex t 
month. Will the fact that he is 
still working affect my right to 
my own benefit? 
£ — Any retirement p ayment for 
which you have qualified on the 
basis of your own earnings record 


■will be p ayable to you so long as 
you may be considered as “retir­ 
ed.” Your husband’s status does 
not affect this. 
Q — Has the age for a wife’s 
p ayment been reduced to 60? 
A — No. Unless she is caring 
for the wage-earner’s minor child, 
a wife may receive a p ayment only 
if she has reached age 65. 
Q — I became 65 in December, 
but was refused a wife’s p ayment 
because my husband and I have 
been married only since June of 
1952. What is the reason for this? 
A — The Social Security Act sp e­ 
cifies that, unless she has borne 
him a child, an ap p licant for a 
wife’s p ayment must have been 
married to the wage earner for 
at least three years. Thus, you will 
be eligible for p ayments in June, 
$955.. 
Q — My husband is drawing 
sS 
cial security p ayments. I will be 
65 in March. What evidence will 
I have to furnish when I claim 
p ayments? 
A — You will be required to fur­ 
nish p roof of your date of birth. 
A certification of a record estab­ 
lished at, or shortly after birth 
(birth or bap tismal certificate) is, 
of course, the strongest evidence. 
Other p roofs, however, may be ac­ 
cep table. Among these are old in­ 
surance p olicies showing age or 


date of birth, family Bible rec­ 
ords, certificates of comp lete rec­ 
ords of marriage, if not recent, etc. 
If additional evidence is necessary, 
it will be requested at the time 
you file fo r p ayments.

' “This is being done so that all 
media of information can cover 
p residential p ress conferences, and 
so the p eop le of our country can 
not only read the rep orts of the 
conferences but can hear and see 
the discussions the President has 
with you gentlemen.” 
In rep ly to questions, Hagerty 
said the new rules do not p rovide 
for any “live” television coverage 
of news conferences, a p rop osal 
which the White House has just 
about abandoned. 
As for the sound movies, indica­ 
tions were that at least p art of 
today’s film would be released. 
The Army Signal Corp s normally 
makes sound recordings of p resi­ 
dential news conferences. For over 
a year, the White House has oc­ 
casionally p ermitted release of all 
or p art of these recordings for use 
on radio and TV. 
Asked yesterday if White House 
p lans to decide whether to release 
sound movies of the conferencs 
didn’t amount to

Costa Rican reb els had b een controlling the 
air with three planes — three more than thfe 
loy alists possessed. So the United States sold 
the loy alists four ob solete World War II planes 
for $ 1 apiece.

The loy alists now control the air. This means 
they can control the ground. If the ocean were 
an important factor in the Costa Rican skir­ 
mish, they would have the drop on the opposition 
there, too—unless it could regain control of the 
air with more and b etter planes than Costa 
Rica can get from the United States. 
It takes one pilot to operate a plane. For 
the time-toeing, the key to Costa Rican security 
|s in the hands of as few as four pilots and the 
ground crews b acking them up. 
Costa Rica is an example in miniature of the 
&ey importnce of air power in national secur­ 
ity the worl dover.

Budget Messages

U. S. Outlook Makes Deficit Figure Unrealistic 


Budging The Budget 
Most significnt recommendation in President 
Eisenhower’s b udget recommendations for the 
12 months b eginning July 1 repeats a negative 
recommendation made a y ear ago. 


The President again wants no tax reductio n. 


He po ints o ut that if there had been no tax 
reductio n during the current budget y ear the 
government now would have a surplus in sight 
instead of a deficit. But Congress voted 
a 7 .4 
b illion dollar tax reduction. The result will b e 
i another deficit. 
It will b e a paper deficit, however, not a 
cash deficit, b ecause if receipts from social 
security taxation and other pay ments for future 
b enefits b eing spent currently were listed as 
federal income there would b e a cash surplus 
.of ab out 600 million dollars b y next June 30. 
A “consolidated cash b udget," which some 
authorities b elieve would b e a more accurate 
method of accounting, would show that the fed­ 
eral government had ceased to contrib ute to 
monetary inflation. Since inflation is the most 
dangerous effect of deficit financing, the Eisen­ 
hower administration can properly claim that 
it is practicing a sound-money policy . 
In the 83rd Congress, 
Repub lican majority 
had to grapple with the glaring inconsistency of 
favoring tax reductions while b eing in favor of 
b alanced b udget. The same inconsistency now 
will plague the Democratic majority . 
If memb ers of the majojrity also line tip in 
favor of larger appropriations for security , as 
some of them say they should, their inconsist­ 
ency will b e even more glaring. 
There is only one way the b ookkeeping b udget 
ever can b e b alancd. Taxs must b e kept high 
while expenditures are whittled down, not in­ 
creased. 


Unfinished Business 
X It now seems likely there may b e a change 
In the atmosphere of congressional investiga­ 
tions without the formal adoption of any of the 
hew rules proposed as the result of experience 
during the 83rd Congress. 
Sen. McClellan of Arkansas, who has inherited 
the investigating chairmanship that was a hot 
ispot wile Sen. McCarthy of Wisconsin occupied 
it, say s he will favor three b asic practices. 
No witness will b e req uired to give testimony 
¿unless at least two memb ers of the committee 
hre present A majority of the committee may 
3tall a meeting if the chairman fails to call 
jone within 48 hours after any committeeman 
Jias asked for a meeting. Witnesses who make 
accusations under oath wÜl b e confronted b y 
the persons accused and q uestioned, if these 
persons ask for this right 
These practices, if followed b y Sen. McClel­ 
lan's committee or any other congressional com* 
âtittee conducting an investigation, would q uick­ 
ly dispel the fear that the legislative right to 
Ob tain information might b e lost through failure 
to appreciate its importance. 
Beginning as far b ack as the investigation of 
the munitions industry and continuing through 
the investigation of the sécurités market, the 
electric power industry and the handling of 
t 


b or relations during the Little Steel strikes, 
had b een evident that Congress needed uni­ 
form investigative practices to protect its own 
prerogative from ab use. 
The McCarthy controversy in the 83rd Con­ 
gress was made hotter than it 
needed to b e 
b y the neglect of previous Congresses. 
There 
Should b e a uniform code of pro cedure for co n­ 
gressional inv estigatio ns. 


Has the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion learned a trick or two from the 
Roosevelt and Truman regimes— 
how to forecast a b ig deficit and 
then wind up with a much smaller 
one and make every b ody feel there 
has b een a great achievement on 
the fiscal front? 
It b egins to look that way as the 
President’s message on financial 
affairs forecasts a deficit of 2.4 
b illion dollars for the fiscal y ear 
b eginning July 1, 1955, which will 
wind up just ab out the time the 
presidential campaign b egins in 
July 1956. 
What makes the estimate of such 
a deficit unrealistic is the fact that 
every b ody say s b usiness is b egin­ 
ning to b oom and that we are in 
for an era of higher and higher 
national incomes in the next sever­ 
al y ears. The y earend forecasts 
were rosier than they have b een 
in a long time. Yet the Treasury 
solemnly predicts in the new b ud­ 
get that receipts from corporate 
taxes in fiscal 1956 will b e less 
than either 1954 or 1955 and that 
individual income tax receipts will 
not increase at all over 1954 in the 
fiscal y ear b |ginning next July . 


WITH REPORTS coming in from 
all over the country ab out an in­ 
crease in employ ment and a length­ 
ening of the work week through 
overtime, and hence a b igger net 
to the wage earner after taxes, it 
is difficult to b e as pessimistic as 
the Treasury is on the matter of 
income-tax receipts. 
It is to b e noted that there will 
b e another b udget message pre­ 
sented to Congress in January , 
1956, forecasting the outlook for the 
new fiscal y ear, and it will not b e 
surprising if Eisenhower is ab le to 
say then that, inasmuch as the first 
six months of the fiscal y ear 1956 
have passed, there are clear in­ 
dications the b udget will b e in b al­ 
ance. after all, b y June 30, 1956. 
It ^ould b e very important polit­ 
ically if the President is ab le to 
say something of that sort as the 
opening gun in the Repub lican 
campaign. 
But as previous administrations 
have learned, it’s b etter to b e con­ 
servative in estimating receipts 
than to b e rather lib eral in fore­ 
casting what expenditures will b e. 
One psy chological advantage of 
such tactics is supposed to b e the 
apppiication of some degree of re­ 
straint on the spenders in Con­ 
gress, to keep appropriations from 
going higher. 


A look at the predictions of Dem­ 
ocratic presidents in the last 20 
y ears shows a constant overesti­ 
mating of the annual deficit. 
Truman, for example, in his 
message to Congress forecasting 
the prob ab le outcome of the fiscal 
y ear 1952, estimated a deficit of 
16.5 b illion dollars, and the y ear 
wound up actually with a deficit of 
only one fourth of that amount. 
This was a 75 per cent mistake. 
The next y ear Truman estimated 
a deficit of 14.4 b illions and the 
actual result was just ab out 5 b il­ 
lions less. 
••• 
WHAT SEEMED most puzzling 
was Truman’s estimate offered in 
January 1953—just b efore the Ei­ 
senhower administration took ov­ 
er—of a 1954 deficit of 9.9 b illion 
dollars which turned out on June 
30, 1954, to b e only 3.1 b illions. 
The Eisenhower administration’s 
own first forecast made in Janu 
ary 1954 of 3.3 b illions came much 
closer. 
There are, of course, some tech­ 
nical explanations for the varia­ 
tions in receipts. Thus, for in­ 
stance, a tax reduction was granted 
last y ear and hence new receipts 
must b e developed to offset that 
loss. 
Also, 
the 
sy stem 
of 
pay ing 
corporation taxes has b een grad­ 
ually moved up to a pay -as y ou- 
go b asis, so that in the next y ear 
or so there is b ound to b e less in­ 
come in a particular fiscal y ear 
than would have b een the case un­ 
der the old method of collections. 
Hie key to every thing, however, 
is the so-called "cash b udget" 
which is the actual amount taken 
in, as compared with the actual 
amount spent, irrespective of the 
b ookkeeping which must reflect ap­ 
propriations made b ut not neces­ 
sarily spent and other factors of 
that kind. 


THE EISENHOWER administra­ 
tion b rought the cash b udget in 
the fiscal y ear ending June 30, 
1954, to a deficit of only 232 mil­ 
lions, and now it is estimated in 
the president’s new message that 
there will b e a cash surplus of 
558 millions in the fiscal y ear end­ 
ing June 30, 1956. 
This is the first cash surplus in 
a long, long while. The trend is 
indicative of the stab ility a n d 
soundness of the Treasury ’s posi­ 
tion compared to previous y ears.

Highways To Utopia

r A Tennessee man was thrown into jail for 
b reaking into a pool hall. It didn't take police 
long to r&ck him up. 


The report of Gen. Gay ’s com­ 
mittee for a national highway pro­ 
gram, on which the President has 
promised a special message on 
January 27, seems to b e only the 
opening chapter of a vast adven­ 
ture in spending which goes furth­ 
er than any thing proposed in the 
pump-priming day s of the Roose­ 
velt regime. 
Bey ond this proposal for high­ 
way s, others are to come—for 
schools, for reclamation, for hous­ 
ing, and for other pub lic works. 
It may well b e that Democratic 
politicians who sat at the feet of 
F.D.R. and H.S.T. and conceived 
the political advantages of 'spend­ 
ing pub lic money will really learn 
something from this administra­ 
tion For its head is a general, 
and many of those who have great 
influence are likewise military 
men. 
Mere politicians must alway s 
keep one ey e on the taxpay er. But 
generals need not worry ab out the 
source of revenue. They are con­ 
cerned only with the spending 
thereof. 
*•* \ 
GENERAL CLAY was an Army 
engineer, and while the corps of 
engineers is a fine b ody of men, 
It is very expensive. The Gay 
plan is an Army engineers’ dream. 
The Gay plan would add to the 
present rate of federal aid for 
highway s, 25 b illion dollars over 
a 
ten-y ear 
period. 
Altogether, 
that would mean a federal in­ 
vestment of 31 b illion. The b onds 
for the new highway s would run 
30 y ears, which would req uire an 
additional 11VI b illion in interest. 
As Sen. By rd points out, it is a 
"violent assumption" 
that the 
b onds will really b e paid off in 
30 y ears, for “we have not paid 
off a single federal b ond in 25 
y ears." Our great grandchildren 
may b e pay ing interest on these 
Clay roads. 
By rd say s further that ‘it can­ 
not b e assumed that the federal 
government will have finished the 
interstate sy stem when it con­ 
structs 40,000 miles. As we grow, 
population shifts, and therefore 
our road needs shift and change. 
There is no such thing as a perm­ 
anent road." 
He might have added that there 
will b e new and more expansive 
and expensive Gen. Gay s. There 
also will b e need for reb uilding, 
for roads wear out. 


IN 
FINANCIAL 
terms, high 
way s are not assets; 
they are 
liab ilities, unless, as in the case 
of the toll turnpikes, they y ield a 
revenue over upkeep and amorti­ 
zation. 
The methods proposed to- fi­ 
nance this program are, accord­ 
ing to By rd, "uniq ue, so far as 
I know. Nothing similar has ever 
b een officially presented to Con­ 
gress in a presidential message.** 
The plan is to set up a federal 
corporation without assets or in­ 
come. It would b orrow 20 b illion 
doHaxs from the pub lic and 
b$ 


authorized to demand an addition­ 
al % b illion from the Treasury . 
I would add that such long-term 
programs raise grave q uestions 
not only of pub lic policy b ut of 
constitutional law. For one Con­ 
gress is asked to b ind several suc­ 
cessors and to throw upon them 
the job of finding revenue. 
It is also very b ad practice to 
dedicate the proceeds of a tax to 
a specific purpose. In this case, it 
is suggested that the gas tax b e 
pledged. 
••• 
I HAVE BEEN attempting for 
some weeks to find out w h a t 
federally guaranteed ob ligations 
are already in existence which 
are not included in 
the gross 
figures of the national deb t. 
It is my understanding that the 
Hoover Commission has a task 
force seeking the same thing. One 
estimate is 225 b illion dollars. An­ 
other is 280 b illion. 
These include the 100 b illion of 
guaranteed b ank deposits, b 
u t 
even with that liab ility deducted 
the size of fhe contingent b urden 
is excessive. And now we are on 
the way to adding many more 
b illions. 
Neither the concept of great 
transnational 
federal 
highway s 
nor this tricky method of financ­ 
ing is new. They were under dis­ 
cussion in the Roosevelt admin­ 
istration, b ut F.D.R. never q uite 
summoned the audacity to pro­ 
pose them. That seems to b e re­ 
served for the generals.

That Harold Stassen, having the 
same information that Dulles and 
Benson had, chose to employ Lade- 
jmsky , after consultation with the 
White House, ab out which the 
President apparently did not know, 
b ecause he was not a security risk 
and was suitab le for sensitive em­ 
plo y ment. 


THEN EISENHOWER took the 
position that all these men were 
right b ecause they were responsi­ 
b le, which seems rather illogical 
b ecause under our Constitution, the 
president is respondib le for the ex­ 
ecutive b ranch of the government, 
curs not b eing a ministerial ar­ 
rangement such as the British use. 
Heads of departments in the Unit­ 
ed States are handy men in the 
executive entourage. 
The q uestion then arises: What 
b ecomes of Ladejinsky ’s reputa­ 
tion, his dignity as a human b eing, 
his fitness for - employ ment? 
There was an awful howl when 
Sen.

its pub licity on the case. 
v Wh^t it all points up is that there 
is no plan, no method, no adeq uate 
investigation, no over-all sy stem— 
and men’s reputations are at stake. 
The government ought not to em­ 
ploy a single Communist, b ut does 
that mean that if a b ureaucrat 
want to get rid o f a man, all he 
needs to do is to smear him with 
that tar brush? 
I want to say here that I do not 
know Wolf Ladejinsky , have n^ver 
met him. and have never seen a 
confidential government file on 
him. I did not know he existed b e­ 
fore this controversy s t a r t e d . 
Therefore, I do not know whether 
such information as Ezra Taft Ben­ 
son gave the President would scare 
me or whether the information that 
Scott McLeod and Harold Stassen 
possess would cause me to em­ 
b race him as a fellow anti-Com­ 
munist. 
What I do know is that as I read 
the transcript of the President’s 
press conference, I could see only 
confusion, lack of sy stem, and an 
open door for Communists to walk 
into our government. 


What is req uired q uickly is a 
rule. The Department of Justice, 
assisted b y J. Edgar Hoover, whe 
apart from b eing head of the FBI 
knows the sub ject, ought to work 
out a sy stem of security screen­ 
ing applicab le to every department 
of government, leaving nothing to 
the judgment of b ureaucrats, petty 
or great. 
••• 
SUCH A RULE ought to b e made 
pub lic with clear definitions of 
terms and unmistakab le methods 
o f screening. There is no need for 
secrecy ab out the rule. If neces­ 
sary , for enforcement, it sho uld b e 
passed b y Congress. 
In a wo rd, the present chao s 
o ught to be bro ught to an end. No 
independent commission of citizens 
is needed to devise a plan b e­ 
cause precisely what would they 
know ab out it? Most citizens can­ 
not distinguish b etween a Com­ 
munist and a civil service reform­ 
er, b etween a Trotzky ist and a 
Single-Taxer. This is a technical 
sub ject that req uires a technical 
approach. 
Unless a sy stem is just, it is not 
worth while. The 
w hi m of a 
b ureaucrat caught in the pride of 
personal opinion may not b e the 
pursuit of justice. It may b e noth­ 
ing b ut cocktail party conversation 
b y frivolous people tearing down 
other men’s lives. It may even b e 
personal vengeance. This is not 
good enough for the United States.

This is on the supposition, of 
course, that nothing would b e lost 
in changing me from what I am— 
an all-thumb s chump with ideas-r- 
into a genius who could make ideas 
come to life on paper. 
If the# deal came off, I'd work 
on hab itations for human b eings. 
They would b e my specialty . I’d 
need an independent source of in­ 
come b ecause I'd b e as far ahead 
of my time as Wright has b een 
ahead of his. Wright, himself, would 
b e a stick in the mud, b ecause 
he’s off on the wrong foot. 
He is designing b uildings, not 
hab itations, at least not like the 
hab itations I have in mind. My 
dwelling places would b e made to 
go with the b ehavior of the people 
who live in them, to satisfy their 
unsatisfied needs. 
Somewhere on the premises, for 
example, there would b e a hole in 
the ground that an occupant could 
crawl into and pull in after him 
until he was ready * to come out. 
Does Wright have any thing like 
that? Or William Zeckendorf, the 
New Yorker who has just patented 
a round apartment house? 
My hab itations would b e fitted 
out with temper rooms filled with 
r.oise-making devices that would 
give off sq ueaks, sq uawks, screech­ 
es and screams when kicked and 
punched. None of the dvices would 
b e b reakab le or capab le of harm­ 
ing its assailant. 
Every house would have a magic 
’circle in which there would b e se­ 
curity from nuisances, interrup­ 
tions. distractions, telephones, visi­ 
tors, solicitors and errant thoughts. 
An occupant wanting to get b ack 
on the b eam could step inside the 
magic circle and recover his com­ 
posure at leisure. 
J 
There would b e the conterpart 
of an old-fashioned woodshed, that 
point of no return which a child 
once was taken to when jt was 
time to learn the fundamental 


score. This would b e handy to the 
rest of the premises b ut as remote 
as Sib eria as far as sy mpathy was 
concerned. And it would b e eq uip­ 
ped with shingles of all sizes. 
Also there would b e a sulking 
facility , which is psy chologically 
essential to every full and com­ 
plete life. Various makeshifts have 
b een used at the practical level of 
living all through the y ears. Barns, 
wagon sheds, garages, b asement 
workshops, chicken houses — and 
club rooms, corner - saloons and 
long walks hi the rain have b een 
used.

They have 
concentrated on ventilation, com­ 
fort, warmth, b eauty , sanitation 
and efficient feeding. 
There are real needs stemming 
from the b ehaviour of people that 
have not b een satisfied at all for 
reasons that must lie b etween ar­ 
chitect* 
and their 
consciences. 
Those are the needs I am to satisfy .

Welfare Work 


“We are our brother’s keeper” 
was the philosophy underlined by 
Rigby Mast, Columbiana Coun t y 
welfare director, when he spoke 
to Rotary Club members Tuesday 
noon in the Memorial Building. 
* Mast, who traced the work of 
his department in caring for less 
fortunate people, including children, 
pointed up the fact that by lend­ 
ing a helping hand to under-privi­ 
leged children 
“we are helping 
them to become better citizens of 
tomorrow. 
“No one stands so straight as 
when he or she stoops to help a 
small child,” the welfare director 
emphasized. 
He traced the work of the Co­ 
lumbiana County Welfare Depart­ 
ment since its organization in 19 45. 
State and federal monies provide 
funds for the care of the disabled 
and blind, whereas poor relief and 
aid to dependent children is met by 
a return to the county from the 
state excise tax, he said. A county 
levy provides funds for child wel­ 
fare work. 
He said 19 0 children are being 
cared for under the county’s fos­ 
ter home program. Of the children, 
only eight are orphans. There are 
63 foster homes where families 
care for the young wards, Mast said

Commun ism Oulawed 
By Cuban Coun cil 


HAVANA W—The Cuban Council 
of Ministers approved a decree 
last night outlawing communism 
in Cuba. It becomes effective this 
week. 
The Council, headed by President 
Fulgencio Batista, is constitution­ 
ally authorized to assume such 
legislative powers in the absence 
of Congress, which has not con 
vened since the November elec­ 
tion. 
Th bill specifically outlaws or­ 
ganizations that include persons 
who “ propagate or support” the 
political activities of international 
communism. 
It also: 
(1) 
bars 
Communist activities by public 
servants; (2) Provides for expul 
sion of aliens who engage in Com­ 
munist activities; (3) prohibits use 
of p u b l i c communications for 
transmission of messages or prop­ 
aganda reflecting communistic ten­ 
dencies.
